Keep  Thanksgiving  Day! 

In  the  fall  of  1621  the  first  Thanksgiving  Day 
Was  held.  Now,  some  three  hundred  and  thirty 
one  year.;  Inter,  we  shall  be  celebrating:  the  same 
occasion  on  Thursday,  Novmber  27,  1952. 

But  are  we  celebrating  for  the  same  purpose 
for  which  the  Pilgrims  celebrated?  To  them 
Thanksgiving  Day  was  a  festival  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  mercies  of  the  closing  year.  Is  it  the  same 
for  us? 

I  think  not.  For  far  too  many  of  us  it  is  just 
another  vacation  from  school  or  a  job,  or  a  time 
for  family  reunions.  True,  Thanksgiving  services 
are  held  in  every  church  across  the  country — but 
do  we  attend  them  ? 

Since  1864  when  President  Lincoln  pro¬ 
claimed  the  last  Thursday  jn  November  to  be  set 
aside  for  the  observance  of  Thanksgiving  Day, 
even-  President  has  followed  his  example. 

Before  that,  Thanksgiving  Days  were  set 
aside  whenever  they  were  thought  to  be  needed. 
Continental  Congress  recommended  days  of 
thanksgivng  during  the  Revolutionary  War  and 
in  1874  for  the  return  of  peace.  Washington  ap¬ 
pointed  such  a  day  in  1879  after  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution  and  in  1795  for  the  general  ben¬ 
efits  and  welfare  of  the  nation. 

Today,  let’s  try  to  keep  Thanksgiving  Day  in 
the  manner  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  in  the 
manner  so  accurately  expressed  in  a  poem  en¬ 
titled  Thanksgiving  Day  by  Annette  Wynne. 

Brave  and  liigh-souled  Pilgrims,  you  who 
knew  no  fears. 

How  your  words  of  thankfulness  go  ringing 
down  the  years; 

Mav  we  follow  after;  like  you,  work  and  pray. 

And  with  hearts  of  thankfulness  keep

E-oks"  corvse  to  a  group  of  local 
citizens;  the  course  is  affiliated 
with  the  Great  Book  Association. 
The  thirty-five  members,  who  rep¬ 
resent  a  cross  section  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  community.  Include  pro¬ 
fessional  men,  ministers,  laborers, 
and  housewives. 

The  course  is  not  academic;  no 
lectures  are  given,  and  no  prepara¬ 
tion  of  secondary  material  is  made. 
Each  member  reads  one  great  book 
for  each  of  the  meetings,  which  are 
conducted  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesdays  of  each  month. 

Propagation  of  ideas  of  great 
reading  and  thinking  Is  the  Ideal 
on  which  the  Great  Ecoks  course 
was  founded.  The  course  Is  conduc¬ 
ted  as  a  discussion  group  and  is 
concerned  with  Ideas;  Dr.  Sowards 
serves  only  as  moderator.  The  great¬ 
est  stimulation  Is  the  contact  with 
Individual  authors,  whose  ideas  are 
discussed  at  the  meetings  by  the 
group. 

Eighteen  readings  are  outlined 
for  each  year;  types  range  from  the 
Bible  and  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence  to  modern  literature.  Tire 
course  Is  divided  Into  five  yearly 
groups.  Fifty-three  books  are  read 
In  five  years.  Selections  are  made  by 
a  group  of  persons  headed  by  Dr. 
Mortimer  Adler  of  the  University 
of  Chicago.

He  has  recorded 
extensively  for  several  companies, 
He  was  granted  a  Fulbright 
Award  for  research  and  study  In 
Europe  In  the  field  of  early  music 
and  composition.  The  catalogue  of 
his  compositions  includes  a  ballet, 
a  piano  concertino,  an  organ  con¬ 
certino,  a  chamber-opera  and  many 
chamber  works  and  songs. 

Combination  Is  Praised 
"It  Is  Impossible  to  describe  how 
beautiful  this  combination  is,  or 
how  completely  'right'  it  is,”  wrote 
the  Boston  Herald  about  this  duo 
of  Brink  and  Pinkham.  “They  make 
a  sound  at  once  so  brilliant  but  so 
balanced,  so  effective  but  so  subtle, 
so  at  oneness  with  each  other  but 
so  Individual  that  lb  Is  a  unique 
musical  experience.” 

Because  of  the  team’s  extensive 
repertoire,  program  possibilities  are 
many  and  varied,  and  include  rep¬ 
resentative  works  by  composers  such 
as  Purcell.  Corelli,  Handel,  Bach 
and  Couperin,  as  well  as  modern 
works,  some  of  them  especially  com¬ 
posed  for  the  Brink -Pinkham  duo.

Teacher  Exams 
Given  February  14 

The  National  Teacher  Examina¬ 
tions,  prepared  and  administered 
annually  by  Educational  Testing 
Service,  will  be  given  at  200  test¬ 
ing  centers  throughout  the  United 
States  on  Saturday,  February  14, 
1953. 

At  the  one-day  testing  session  a 
candidate  may  take  the  Common 
Examinations,  which  Include  testa 
In  Professional  Information.  Gen¬ 
eral  Culture,  English  Expression, 
and  Non-verbal  Reasoning;  and  one 
or  two  of  the  eight  Optional  Ex¬ 
aminations  designed  to  demonstrate 
mastery  of  subject  matter  to  be 
taught.  The  oollego  which  a  candi¬ 
date  Is  attending,  or  the  school 
system  In  which  he  Is  seeking  em¬ 
ployment,  will  advise  him  whether 
he  should  take  the  National  Teach¬ 
er  Examinations  and  which  of  the 
Optional  Examinations  to  select. 

Application  forms  and  a  Bulletin 
of  Information  describing  registra¬ 
tion  procedure  and  containing  sam¬ 
ple  test  questions  may  be  obtained 
from  college  officials,  school  super¬ 
intendents,  or  directly  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Teacher  Examinations,  Edu¬ 
cational  Testing  Service,  P.  O.  Box 
592,  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  Com¬ 
pleted  applications,  accompanied  by 
proper  examination  fees,  will  be 
accepted  by  the  ETS  office  during 
November,  December,  and  In  Janu¬ 
ary  so  long  as  they  are  received  be¬ 
fore  January  16,  i953.

Chicago  Meetings 

Miss  Mattie  M.  Dykes,  of  the  En¬ 
glish  department,  and  Mrs.  M.  E 
Ford,  wife  of  the  president  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  went  to  Chicago, 
November  13-15,  for  a  meeting  of 
the  National  Editorial  Association 
and  for  a  board  meeting  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  Press  Women, 
of  which  Miss  Dykes  Is  president. 

Miss  Dykes,  who  was  appointed 
by  the  president  of  the  National 
Editorial  Association  to  be  chair¬ 
man  of  his  Women's  Committee, 
met  with  the  committee  on  Thurs¬ 
day  morning  to  formulate  recom¬ 
mendations  for  a  long  range  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  association.

Discourage  Misleading  Headlines 

One  of  the  recommendations 
made  by  this  committee  was  that 
the  National  Editorial  Association 
should  discourage  the  writing  in 
newspapers  of  misleading  or  editor¬ 
ializing  headlines. 

Miss  Dykes  was  called  upon  to 
explain  the  thinking  back  of  this 
recommendation.  As  a  result  of 
her  explanation,  the  National  Edi¬ 
torial  Association  body  agreed  that 
something  should  be  done  to  make 
such  headlines  unpopular  with 
newspaper  people. 

Presides  at  Breakfast 

Saturday  morning  Miss  Dykes 
presided  at  a  breakfast  for  the  Na¬ 
tional  Editorial  Association,  intro¬ 
ducing  all  guests  of  honor  at  the 
speaker’s  table,  and  speaking  for  a 
few  minutes  on  the  history  and  ob¬ 
jectives  of  the  National  Federation 
of  Press  Women.  She  also  Intro¬ 
duced  the  speaker  of  the  morning, 
Mrs.  Lois  Anderson,  treasurer  of 
the  Mississippi  Press  Women. 

At  the  board  meeting  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  Press  Women, 
rules  for  the  coming  contests 
among  newspaper  women  were  dis¬ 
cussed  and  approved.  Chairmen  of 
committees  were  appointed  and 
other  business  of  the  Federation 
transacted.

With  the  continued  addition  of 
Improvements  to  the  roadways  and 
parking  lots  on  the  College  campus, 
students  are  being  urged  to  inau¬ 
gurate  a  campaign  for  safety  and 
courtesy  In  traffic  situations.

The  parking  lots  were  de¬ 
signed  for  right  angle  parking 
and  any  deviation  from  this 
type  results  in  a  hardship  for 
others  wishing  to  use  the  lots. 
The  area  north  of  the  Horace 
Mann  School  is  adequately  marked 
with  instructional  signs  for  direc¬ 
ting  the  flow  of  traffic  through  the 
lot. 

Proper  parking  techniques  are  be¬ 
ing  encouraged  to  avoid  possible 
damage  to  the  students’  cars.
